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SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

The  greater  part  of  the  Rural  District  is  supplied 
with  water  from  the  mains  of  the  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  Co.  No  new  sources  of  supply  have  been 
provided.  The  Parish  of  Tutbury  is  supplied  with  water 
from  the  Rural  District  Council’s  own  Scheme.  The 
supplies  in  each  case  have  been  satisfactory  both  in 
quality  and  quantity  during  the  year. 

The  water  is  now  being  chlorinated  at  the  Tutbury 
Pumping  Station  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  new  Sewers  for  the  Parishes  of  Stretton, 
Outwoods  and  Branston  are  working  satisfactorily  and 
the  majority  of  house  drains  of  properties  in  the 
Parishes  have  now  been  connected  to  the  sewer. 

The  crude  sewage  at  the  Barton-under-Needwood 
disposal  works  is  being  chlorinated  to  obviate  smells 
which  have  arisen  in  the  past.  The  treatment  appears 
to  be  very  effective  as  no  complaints  have  been  received 
since  the  treatment  commenced. 

The  Council  have  now  had  an  electrically  driven 
and  automatically  controlled  centrifugal  pump  installed 
at  the  Rolleston  Sewage  Pumping  Station,  as  a  first 
installment,  and  it  is  their  intention  to  duplicate  this 
pump  and  to  install  a  larger  storm  pump  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  cessation  of  hostilities.  It  is  also 
intended  to  extend  and  bring  up  to  date  the  outfall 
works. 
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Public  Cleansing. 

The  domestic  scavenging  in  the  Parishes  of 
Branston,  Outwoods,  Rolleston,  Stretton  and  Tutbury  has 
been  carried  out  satisfactorily.  The  shortage  of  labour 
persists  but  otherwise  no  difficulties  have  been  experi¬ 
enced. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Eleven  privies  or  pan  closets  have  been  abolished 
and  water  closets  substituted  by  owners  during  the  year. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  emission  of  excessive 
smoke  during  the  year. 

Camping  Sites. 

There  are  no  recognised  camping  sites  in  the 
district. 

Swimming  Baths. 

There  is  only  one  swimming  bath  in  the  district. 
This  is  a  privately  owned  one  in  the  village  of  Rolleston- 
on-Dove.  It  appears  well  managed  and  supervised. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Three  cases  of  infestation  by  bed  bugs  have  been 
found  during  the  year.  The  premises  were  first  sprayed 
with  “  Zaldecide  ”  and  then  fumigated  with  “  Cimex  ”. 
This  treatment  was  effective.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

The  Mid-Staffordshire  Joint  Hospital  Board  which 
opened  their  new  Hospital  in  194 T ,  has  been  of  great 
service  to  us  since  that  date.  Most  of  the  Infectious 
cases  which  require  urgent  removal  and  cannot  under¬ 
take  a  long  journey  are  sent  to  the  Burton  Isolation 
Hospital. 

Immunisation  Against  Diphtheria. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  been  car¬ 
ried  out  during  the  year.  At  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres 
a  session  has  been  held  every  4  weeks,  and  the  schools 
have  been  visited  for  the  purpose. 

228  School  children  were  immunised. 

198  Children  under  School  age  were  immunised. 


426  Total  number  of  children  immunised. 


At  December  31st,  1 943,  it  was  estimated  that : — 
90%  of  School  children  were  immunised. 

80%  of  children  under  school  age  were  immunised. 


Scarlet  fever  of  a  mild  type  continued  to  be 
fairly  prevalent.  Cases  occurred  in  most  parishes  of  the 
district.
